| had the privilege of visiting 9H1MRC (Marconi Radio Club) on Malta, and work some DX! | had always wanted to do this, 
since this was my third visit to Malta (9H),but never had the time nor opportunity. And so, here is what | discovered : 


| asked the German DXF for help with contacting the Malta amateur radio community, that is the ARRL equivalent group, and 
the 9H1MRC Club. | could not get in touch with the Malta ARC, and so used the phone number given me by the GDXF for 
9H1MRC, led by Steve,9H1SF. And, boy, was that productive! Steve, 9H1SF answered the phone, and was he enthusiastic 
about my visiting! He invited me to come on over, and "check us out!" 


| took a cab over to the 'shack' the next morning, and was greeted by not only Steve, but 4 or 5 other club members ! It was a 
serious ‘kumbaya' moment. We all hit it off and it was very enjoyable! They are all a bunch of extroverts and very user friendly! 


The tour of the building revealed a fascinating opportunity for DXers and hams to go there & use their facility and station for 
DXing and contesting! The building, Steve said he / they had paid the lease for 10 years out, and intend to stay! 


And so, | found the following outstanding set-up: 


Enter into a large meeting /living room, with a table & chairs for meeting, chatting, and eating! It is a huge room. Next, | saw the 
operating room and station, plus the antennas outside (a 3 element tribander, wire antennas, etc). The rotor was aimed at 
‘Europe’, and | worked some DX! 


Next, we visited the 'storage room next to the shack where they store some old gear. They are seeking donations of gear, and 
other stuff, including donations for operating costs, etc. In the corner of the living room was a full kitchen for cooking, and they 
come there almost daily for lunch. One of the members is the cook. They offered me lunch, but | declined. It seems to be their 
second home! Upstairs of the 2 story building is a BUNK ROOM. Furthermore, outside in the yard is a BBQ set-up, and a full- 
on bath, separate from the main building. It has a shower and toilet, etc They are also on the 9H1UHF repeater. 


So, here we have a welcoming and friendly group of amateurs, in a semi-rare country, with a superb setup for DXing (BTW- 
water 360 around the island), with a station and beam, living accommodations (cooking, sleeping, bathing, etc), and looking for 
DXers and contesters to come and operate their station, at no cost! Just bring your own sheets/ blankets, stay there, bring your 
own food and cook/eat there. Water is flowing with working showers and toilet plus a BBQ pit in the yard. Of course, | think you 
ought to leave the site cleaner than you found it, and perhaps a donation that's fair and appropriate. 


Well, | told the gang at 9H1MRC that | would put the word out, in some of the newsletters, and that 9H1MRC can be a serious 
DX and contesting station and is seeking business! Steve said he will/can help with the licensing. It doesn't seem to be prob- 
lematic!
